This is not a tube device, but I use it extensively on tube circuits. 
Great for measuring value and leakage of caps, value and relative Q 
of air-core and ferrite core inductors. Even has a special foot for 
holding a push-button down while reforming caps and observing the 
actual leakage current at voltage, in steps up to 600 volts. 

(Also can use the current-linited cap leakage test to check relative 
breakdown voltage on PN junctions, spark gap devices, etc.) 


I lucked upon this Sencore LM-75 Z-meter2 capacitor-inductor analyzer 
at our local re-cycle store at a VERY attractive price. Had never 
played with one before but the price was in the toy range. I found 
out that it sold for big bucks when new. Has LED digital readout. 


It works well on cap value, leakage, inductor value, ring test. But 
not working on ESR. No change in reading whether test leads are 
open or shorted. Assumed that someone may have discharged a cap into 
the ESR function. Not easy to do with this unit which discharges the 
cap at the release of the momentary contact push button. Looked for 
the usual bad or burnt components and controls. No obvious suspects 
found. Am afraid to poke blindly for fear of messing up the other 
functions. 


Since we traded info on another ESR test device, anyone have a 
schematic on this piece? Have seen the manual for a newer version of 
the Z-meter, but it did not include even a piece of a schematic or 
even a good circuit description. Had studied up on the Dick Smith 
and other low-end ESR meters for functional description of practical 
ESR meters but no clue as yet. 

Anyone have experience with this unit and its ESR circuit?

Well, I got the powerstat straightened out, but still getting 
crackling and smells - turns out the show stopper is the low 

voltage transformer T3 - one plate of the 5Y3 is dead on ground, 

and that's in the same circuit what had the zero ohm 4uf paper 
capacitor short, so it's understandable collateral damage. Damn. 

One end measures 0, the center tap 100, and the other end 200 ohms 
to ground. T3 is one of those things with 8 (count ‘em, 8) different 
secondary windings so would be next to impossible to replace. Maybe 
the last act of desperation would be to just not use that shorted 
winding and rig up a small, seperate 800v ct transformer under the 


chassis? Is that safe to do?

Readers may remember my earlier message about radio archeology. I 
research old radio books such as the ITU List of Coast Stations and 
Aids to Navigation for information about now closed coastal radio 
stations. These references include the latitude and longitude of 
these now long silent stations. I plug these coordinates into my GPS 
receiver and follow its arrow to the site of the station. Artifacts 
that might otherwise be ignored become apparent when you know you are 
on the hallowed ground the station once occupied. 


My first effort was with the first home of NMC, the San Francisco 
Coast Guard radio station at Ocean Beach. As I concentrated on the 
GPS arrow I almost walked over a small cliff! But when I looked up 
there on the beach below were two large diameter iron mast bases 
protruding from the sand. The beach had eroded inland but the mast 
bases remained to mark the former home of this station. 


Today I made my second radio archeology expedition. NMC recently 
held an open house at its current location on the Pt. Reyes Peninsula 
north of San Francisco. One of the exhibits contained an obscure 
reference to station NLG, one of the radio direction finding stations 
that gave radio bearings to ships approaching the entry to the Golden 
Gate. These stations were installed at all major ports. 


I checked my 1943 Aids to Navigation and there it was, complete with 
latitude and longitude information (particularly accurate for these 
stations since they were aids to navigation). I was planning to be 
in the area anyway to work at the KPH receiving station so I took my 
GPS receiver along to see where it would lead me. 


As I drove along the road to the Point Reyes lighthouse the arrow 
pointed straight ahead as the mileage reading counted down. Suddenly 
the arrow swing right as I approached a side road. This must be it. 
I took the road expecting to find at most some concrete mast bases or 
maybe a building foundation. What I actually found blew me away. 

The direction finder building and its associated buildings were all 
there and all intact. It was more than I could have hoped for.

The DF loop was contained in the highest area of the building. A 
shaft from the loop went through the floor to the operating room 
below. There the DF operator turned a large wheel with an indicator 
placed over a map to get a bearing on the ship. This was sent to the 
ship in a Morse message. Ships called the station on 500kc, then 
shifted to 375kc for the bearing. 


If anyone living near a major port would like to try their hand at 
locating one of the DF stations in their area please let me know. I 
would be happy to supply the coordinates.
